NEO-NAZI GROUPS “ON THE

PARIS 

A sombre account of public opinion 
trends in Wesiern Germany Is given in a 
entitled Progress 
Report on Neo-Nazism Germany,” 
issued here this week by the Furopean 
Bureau of the American Jewish 
ommutice. 

According to recent public opinion 
polls, conducted by the Untied States 
High Commissioner's office and quoted 
by the survey, an ever-increasing number 
of Germans are saying that there 
was * more good than bad in the 
of National Socialism... Sixty-three per 
cent of Germans feel neither war guilt 
nor any inclination to make amends for 
the past. Another 12 per cent are non- 
committal on the subject. 

Asked what their atittude would be if 


a Nazi party, or one like it, should come 


to power in Germany, only 20 per cent 


said: they would do. everything _possibi 
to prevent if Thirteen per.cem said 
frankly that they would weicome it 
per cent said they would not wish fo 
it. but would do nothing to prevent i 
2.3. per cent said they would not care 
and 14 per cent kept their opinrons to 
i hemsel Ves. 

About a quarter of the German popu- 
lation... makes no bones "about its anti 
semitism. Twenty-seven per cent declared 
they wanted the handful of Jews sull 
living in Germany to leave, and anothe: 
21 per cent ** believed that the Jews were 
partly responsible for what happened to 
them under the Third Reich.” 

Describing the efforts of the various 
neo-Nazi ex-ServiceMen Ofganimations to 
amalgamate into. one great force, and 
recording their progress in the rehabslita- 
tion of the worst German military and 
* political ’ criminals, the survey issues 
a warning that “ intensified action by 
these groups is expecied this spring.” 


In 4 melancholy summing-up. the sur- 
vey States that nationalist sentiments 
which. two yéars ago. were remarked only, 
imong small segments of the German 
population have now become wide spre ad 
There ts no significant difference to-day 
hetween the neo-Nazi atthude on. the 
issues of war crimes and of war guil! 
and the atti ae of the German popula 
won ad must also tak: 
COBMisance O fact. that—-desirabk 
though « may be for other reasons 
the drive to remilitarise Germany has 
given the military and neo-Nazi groups 
a strong impetus 

Afier listing German Federal and State 
Government action to check neo-Nazism. 
the report comments: “ But: when the 
overall balance ts cast, ut must be receg- 
nised that the nationalist and chauvinist 
elements of the German sence arc 
definiely more vociferous than their 
opposition and are certainly on the politi- 
cal offensive at present.

Mr. Glenvil Hall said’ that the. indepen- 
dence Israchs. celebrated every day of the 


year was the liberty to work and serve, 


so that the State would stand on its own 
feet.. .The Israclis were having a difficult 
time and. some people were amazed that 
the State stil existed... Yet, despite these 
difficulties, Israel had kept its doors open, 
welcoming all immterants, even the sick 
and the aged who were past. being useful 
to the State. The Jewrsh people had a 
great responsibility. to help: Israel in its 
efforts to. build’ a. stable economy. That 
could be done only if Jews. the world 
over: gave their sympathy, 
people, and their money. to the State. 


Jewry’s Responsibility 


was Jewry’s duty and responsibility, 
hé added, to see that -Israel’s experiment 
did ‘not fail’ and that. Israel became 
stronger and took its rightful place 
among the leading nations of the world. 

Dr. Keren said they were approaching 
the fourth. anniversary ina different 
mood. The State had become a definite 
factor in-their hives. The feeling of new- 
ness. could not last. The State now. had 

past. ts history was. no longer a blank 
page: it had acquired a profile. And 
this short but ‘imiensive. development had 


changed their “attitude. to. their’ own 
country. Fhey were no longer the same 
people as-they were four years ago. Many 


of their-tasks fad been accomplished. 
Israel. he went on. was now entering 

a period of consolidation. The aim now 

was stability rather than expansion -inten- 


sive. rather: than extensive development. 


After. four. stormy years Israel needed 
a period of rest. Its task was to con- 
sohidate its recent achievements. They 


had achieved political independence and 


now had to. achieve economic. indepen- 
dence, : 
Soberly. and with humility. they entered 


the fifth year of statehood. They had no 


choice but to conquer, Defeat would 
mean dissolution—they had to win and 
they. would. win. The next few years 
were bound to be years of back-breaking 
work, of deprivation, of poverty and toil, 
and of much suffering. But they would 


not. falter, -they ‘were resolved to win 
through. 


Links of Common Destiny 


He added: ‘‘-How does this affect you 
Jews of Britain? need hardly 
explain that Israel's. fate 1s your fate: 
srael’s success, your success: and Isracl’s 
danger, your danger.” A common destiny, 
deep-rooted and: indissoluble,. united the 
life of -the Jewish State with. the life 
of every Jewish community. with the hfe 
of every individual Jew throughout the 
world, Whether they wished it- or not, 
Jews in every corner of the world were 
now involved in Israel's great adventure. 

A warm tribute to the Israeli. Premier 
was paid by Professor S. Brodetsky. Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, he said, had made. the State. 


[hose who had fought for © Israel's 
independence had done under his 
influence. isracl, he added, was doing 


more for the new immigrants than most 
Jews realised. In spite of. its difficulties 
it hoped to have a population of nearly 
2,500,000 within five years. 

He believed that people were too com- 
fortable in this country to think~ of 
emigrating to Israel, but young British 
Jews with technical knowledge were badly 
needed there. It -was tmportant to 
remember that the Jews were one people. 
He hoped that the Jews would remember 
their duty and the British Government its 


their young.

Mind and Spirit 


Where there is no wisdom. there 
‘8 no fear of God > where there ts no 
fear of. God. there is no wisdom. 
(Ethicss ai, 21.) 


EW. aspects of our religious life 
as Jews. are.more typical of the 
fundamental sanity - of historic 
Judaism than the balance preserved in 


it between. reason religious 
emotion. The rationalistic trend in 
Jewish thought acted as a check to 


the vehemence of: religious 
effectively preventing. the spiritual 
ardour of the Jew from developing 
into fanaticism. And the movement 
towards ecstatic religion’ prevented the 
Jewish mind, nourished on. intellec- 
tualhism, from: forming in itself. a hard 
core of insensibility to the promptings 
of. the devout soul. 

Throughout: history Judaism never 
found fertile sou for its growth in the 
darker recesses of the human mind; 
it was always of his ght, dispelling 
the darkness of ignorance and super- 
stition to. Jewish law the 
lefillin worn on. the head—the symbol 
of dedication of the fruits of the’ mind 


fervour, 


to the service of God-——have to. be 
worn tor all to see.- But the TVefllin 
worn-on the hand opposite the heart— 


the symbol of the consecration of our 
emotions—have to. be worn covered. 
The pious Jew must not be ashamed 
of Jewish intellect. but delicacy of feel- 
ing ought to -prevent him trom parad- 
ing his Jewish emotions, of . wearing 
his: Jewish heart. on. his ‘sleeve.

MIZRACHI TO RETAIN IDENTITy 
Conference Rejects Amalgamation 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Suggestions that the Mizrachi’ move- 
ment should give up its identity for the 
sake of the establishment of a world- 
wide organisation of religious Jews which 
Should supersede the different groupings 
existing to-day, were . rejected at the 
annual conference of the Mizrachi 
Organisation of Great Britain. held at 
the Northumberland Hotel, Cliftonville, 
Margate, last week-end. 

On a motion by Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein 
the conference reaffirmed its ‘* adherence 
to the ideals of the Mizrachi as formu- 
lated in its motto, ‘ Eretz Israel |’ Am 
Israel al pi Torat Israel,” and pledged 
iisclf to continue to propagate and 
foster these ideals as hitherto.” 

It was the first time that a conference 
of this kind has been held at a seaside 
resort. instead of in London. 

The conference was opened on. Friday 
evening with a lecture by Rabbi Dr. I.

Demand for Meeting 


‘By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The  Anglo-Jewish Association 
decided to request that a meeting of 
‘the Policy Committee of the Jewish 


Conference’ for Material Claims 
‘Against Germany be. convened in 


Europe in order to “consider and 
demarcate the functions and authority 
of the various organs of the Confer- 
ence.” . The Board of Deputies is to 
he approached sO that the request 
could be made jointly on behalf of 
Anglo-Jewry. 

This decision was taken unanimously 
by the Council of the Association at its 
meeting, held in the Rose Hertz Hall, 
Woburn House, W.C., on Tresday. The 
Hon. Ewen EF. Montagu, C.B.R., O.C. 
President of the A.J.A., was in the chair. 

The most important Jewish problem 
in recent months, the President said. had 
been. the reparations talks at The 


Hague, which at the moment had reached . 


a temporary deadlock. . The General Pur- 
poses Committee of the A.J.A. had asked 
Mr. Rowland Landman, the Chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, to form 
a Sub-commiitee to consider the whole 


of Chis problem. 


“At this stage | would merely ike to 
say,” Mr. Montagu added, ** how pleased 
we are that Sir Henry dAvigdor Gold- 
smid, a member of. this Council;. has 
accepted an imvitation to join the Execu- 
tive Commitice of the Jewish Conference.

WORKERS 


Branch’s “ Employment 
Exchange ” 


From a Special Correspondent 


In the ladies’ garment trade the busy 
“ceacon” of summer work is on the 
ebb : it normally lasts till June. In the 
men’s trade it is a common experience 
to have only two days’ work a week, 
and the figures of unemployed and 
under-employed for April are expected 
to .be much higher than the corre- 
sponding figures for the previous 
month, despite the fine weather. 

It is now clear to both workers and 
employers. that the crisis in the clothing 
trade is due to the hard fact that the 
housewife. the factory girl, office worker, 
and almost every. wage earner have little 
to. spend on clothes after meeting the 
rising: costs of other necessities. 

In the present poor condition of trade 
it is some compensation. for 
clothing workers to know that they will 
in future be spared queuing at Employ- 
ment Exchanges. 

Under the “ Notification. of Vacancies 
Order, 1982. which came into force on 
February 25 last, no male worker between 
18 and 6S .years of age, and no. female 
worker between 18 and 60, may change 
his job, seck employment, or fill a 
vacancy, without the permission of the 
Employment Exchange. Similarly; em- 
ployers may only engage workers sent by 
the Employment Exchange. . Defaulters 
are liable to a fine of £100 or three 
months’ imprisonment. 

Exempt from this Order are coal- 
miners, dock. workers, farm workers, 
seamen, firemen, people working less 
than 30 hours a week. teachers, account- 
ants, journalists, doctors, dentists, and 
managerial, supervisory, or administra- 
tive staff in factories. 


No “ Direction ” 


The Order does not imply direction of 
labour. Its object is to have, inthe 
national interest, a priority. call: on 
Britain's manpower. 
the person looking for a job where there 
is suitable work. of national importance. 
if the applicant does not care to accept 
any of the jobs. offered, he will then be 
told of other vacancies. 

There are Agencies (including trade 
"unions) which have special experience in 
placing workers in certain kinds of work, 


“and, with the permission of the Minister 


of Labour, they may become “ Scheduled 
Agencies” working in. conjunction with 
the. Ministry's. Employment ‘Exchanges: 
Ihese, too, have been included the 
Order. 

However, despite. the special qualifica- 
tions. and. efforts of the trade union, the 
clothing trade had no such Agency. Now 
the Ministry of Labour has. agreed to 
schedule the Mantle and Costume .Branch 
Tailors. and Garment Workers’ 
Union in the London Metropolitan area. 
Last week, Dame -Anne. Loughlin, the 
General Secretary of the Union, notified 


the Regional Controller of the Ministry: 


that Mr. M. Mindel. the Secretary of the 
Mantle and Costume Branch of. 
Union, had been appointed by the Union 
to. operate the Branch as a Scheduled 
Agency. The necessary arrangements 
have now. been completed.

INDEPENDENCE DAY. was celebrated in 
Israel this year, for the fourth time, amid all 
the portents of continued endurance and 
sacrifice by the citizens of the Jewish State. 
The first flush of enthusiasm has long passed, 
its place being taken by a tenacious resolve 
to win through, and-—let there be no con- 
cealment-——by an undercurrent of criticism. 
[his is not due simply to hardships but to 
self-questioning. Privations can be cheer- 
fully borne if there is a sense of the burden 
being fairly spread and, above all, if confi- 
dence in the higher direction of the struggle 
Is not impaired by evidence of hesitation and 
weakness. It cannot be claimed that morale 
is quite as high'in Israel to-day as it was 
on the. morrow of. the armed 
struggle for independence: A psychological 
relapse was tnevitable, and. indeed foreseen 
by critical observers, but it has been aggra- 
vated by faults inherited from a. long 
tradition of improvisation and muddling 
through. The result has been. what 1s 
frequently described) as a -moral = crisis, 
coming on top of the more immediately 
visible economic and political strains from 
which the country is suffering. This need 
not be a bad thing. “Crisis” literally 
means: “decisions” decisive break with 
some: of the less admirable habits. of the 
past may be all that is needed to set the 
questing country firmly on. the. to 


victorious 


progress 


At the root of -all the troubles from which 
‘the young State 1s suffering is the tremen- 
dous wave ot immigration--over seven 
hundred thousand newcomers absorbed ‘in 
four years by ‘an original population slightly 
smaller in number. The process has been 
as unprecedented as all. the other features 
of this unique experiment in nation-building. 
Its negative results are spread out. plainly 
for all to. see. Its long-term significance 
is less evident. Yet Israel has already. set 
the rest of the world an example in staking 
its faith on the willingness of its new 
Citizens to “make good.” It has done so, 
moreover, in the teeth-of crippling economic 
adversity and by deliberately lowering the 
living Standards of those already settled. 
fhis moulding of -economics,. rather than 
just sitting down: hopelessly under 
impact, should serve to: teach the world 
something about the Jews to which not only 
antisemites are customary blind. It-is true 
that such an act of faith must justify itselt 
by success. It is no service to Israel, or to 
world Jewry, to hide or excuse failure where 
it occurs. ‘But that the initial decision was 
right to throw open. the doors to all Jews 
‘who wanted to enter. we are more convinced 
then ever 


Yet if the plunge was boldly taken at the 
meht moment, the subsequent execution has 
faltered, and it is through the gap between 
promise and performance that some of the 
‘ortginal inypetus. has leaked away. One -can- 
not withhold the expression of the greatest 
meusure of praise possible for what has been 
accomplished already. in Israel, the 
“heroic Measuring up to difficulties that would 
have daunted a less resilient people. This 
spirit goes a long way towards discounting 
outside criticism, but it must be added that 


‘the official machine moves with ponderous . 


slowness, and pressure groups, from Right 
and Left, invade the held of central decision. 
The Government of. Israel: is under an 
obligation to break with its own habits and 
tradiens—-those of the Zionist. Movement 

in order to rise to the level of its respon- 
sibility. (In this task it can and must be 
aseysted “by “Jews “throughout” the world. 
There 1s too much at stake for anyone, in 
Israel or outside, to-ignore the danger signs. 
On this fourth anniversary of — Israel's 
independence, the chief thought for all of us 
should be that the new nation’s capacity for 
independent existence is still being tested. 
In the course of changing the physical 
nature of their country, the citizens of Israel 
must also change their own nature. Indeed, 
they are already doing so markedly, and on 
thi. rests our hope for the future.

NEW CITIZENS 


UNDER the title above, a booklet in. com- 
memoration of its tenth anniversary has 


‘been issued by the Association of Jewish 


Refugees in Great Britain. This gives an 
impressive survey of the splendid contribu- 
tion made to British life by former refugees 
from Germany and Austria. ‘It is now almost 
two decades since the establishment of the 
infamous Nazi régime began the years of 
Jewry’s agony. Already in 1933 influential 
organisations were founded in Britain to 
assist the refugees from persecution, and thus 
there began a philanthropic activity of 
unexampled generosity. After the pogroms 
of 1938 and until the outbreak of war-in 
1939 Great Britain became the foremost 
country of reception. The work of rescue 
owed its inspiration to this country’s historic 
humanitarian traditions, and Lord BALDWIN 


gave voice to the national conscience 1n 
memorable words: 
* Thousands of men. women. and~ children, 


despoiled of their. goods, driven from their homes, 
are seeking asylum and sanctuary, on our doorsteps, 
a hiding-place from the wind. and a.covert. from 
the tempest. T aman ordinary Englishman. who 
§ shocked and distressed by the plight. of these 
despised and rejected people and’ their. innocent 
children PFhey may not: be. our. fellow-subjects. 
but they are our fellow-men.. The honour of ou! 
country is challenged.” 


The response to Lord BALDWIN’s appeal 


will never. be. forgotten, and these islands. 


then saved more Jewish lives than any other 
country in the world. -In spite of unem- 


ployment and economic depression. at that: 


time, the British Government gave shelter to 
the persecuted without considering whether 
it was politically expedient or economically 
useful. The booklet to which: we have 
referred pays moving tribute to the signifi- 


cance of that great humanitarian act. It. 


expresses gratitude not only to statesmen 
and others engaged-in public life but also to 
the masses of the kindly. British people: 

With ovr contribution -and with’ the 
future achievements of our young generation, we, 
the refugees. hope.to repay our debt of gratitude 


and to justify the confidence which Britain: placed 
Us.”

From the evidence adduced in this. story, 
as well as from much that is not recorded, 
it becomes manifest: what. gain the refugees 
have brought. to this country. Their 
war-time service’ in. H.M... Forces and 
in every .branch of the national struggle 
against Nazi barbarism’ was magnificent. 
This facilitated the post-war grant of 
naturalisation to many of those who had 
originally been. admitted here as. ‘trans- 
migrants. In Britain these newcomers have 
made outstanding contributions in every field 
of activity. To them has been due the 
development of many new industrial enter- 
prises and processes. Science and medicine, 
scholarship and literature, music art, 
theatre, cinema, and radio, have all been 
tremendously enriched by their work. From 
the discovery of penicillin to the planning of 
the Festival of Britain, from nuclear physics 
to plastics, their help has indeed been. 
remarkable. And. in. the specifically —reli- 
gious sphere, it is not without. significance 
that two of their number are now acting 
as Joint Deputies for the Chief Rabbi, while 
many others have strengthened the fabric of 
our religious and communal institutions. 


Other countries’ loss has been England's. 


gain. Like other immigrants before them 
they have’ plaved “an important part in 
shaping Britain’s history,.and it 1s well that 
Jews and Gentiles should be reminded of 
their contribution. But they are also a 
reminder that Anglo-Jewry has been. con- 
tinually revivified by successive influxes of 
immigrants ; what we must consider, there- 
fore, for our community's sake, is what will 
happen if and when these external sources 


dry up. There is nothing in the nature of 


things why British Jewry should not become 
as self-reliant and as proud of its own 
specific traditions as the Jewry of any other 
country in the Diaspora. Indeed, the fact 
that the Jews of Britain will be compelled 
to rely increasingly on their own native 
resources should be an incentive and a 
challenge which will prove the mettle of 
which we are made.

Despite Austria's par- 
ticipation on the German side in the last 
world war, the Allies. and the Jews, who 
have a particular interest in the matter, have 
taken a more lenient attitude 
towards Dr. Fici’s country than towards 
Germany, as it was recognised that, in spite 
of a native. Nazi element, Austria was force- 
fully dominated by Germany. Dr. 
himself, who for five years was a prisoner 
of: the Nazis in the Dachau concentration 
camp, has during his term of office done 
a good deal to justify this different Allied 
attitude towards Austria. But there 1s one 
sphere in particular in which Austria's short- 
comings are still very obvious: that of resti- 
tution to Jews. A settlement of this problem 
has been long overdue, and although several 
attempts have been made towards a solution 
they all fall short of just requirements. Hard- 
ship is thus still caused to thousands of Jews 
in Austria and disappointment to Jews out- 
side. Even as Dr. Fict was preparing for 
this important official visit, the Austrian 
Ministry of Finance, as our Vienna corre- 
spondent reports on another. page, pub- 
lished the draft of a new Bill which has 


caused the utmost misgivings in Jewish 
circles. Disregarding rather insensibly 


repeated Jewish requests for the establish- 
ment ‘of a Jewish successor authority to 
administer unclaimed Jewish property, worth 
many millions, the Austrian Government has 
now. apparently decided to create a central 
office to administer all confiscated and 
unclaimed assets, and also to have authority 
to control and dispose of former Jewish 
Official Austrian comment. pub- 
lished’with the draft Bill, our correspondent 
States, seems to show that the Austrian 
authorities intend. to use the proceeds of this 


fund for general purposes. and not, as the- 


Jews have every right to expect, for the 
purpose of compensation and restitution to 
Jewish owners and organisations. The Bill 
has yet to be made law, but the bitter experi- 
ence of the Jewish community in Austria 
over restitution justifies their fears, coming, 
as it does, at the same time as news. of the 


resurgence of neo-Nazism in Austria as. well - 


as Germany. The proposed step is not a 
very propitious send-off for the CHANCEL- 
LOR’S official visit to countries with important 
Jewish communities, such as Great Britain 
It is to be hoped that 
Jewish leaders in this country and in America 
will take the opportunity of Dr. FIGL’s visit 
to impress upon him the dissatisfaction with 
which they. view this new attempt to avoid 
the restitution problem. 
JEWISH WOMEN’S WEEK 

Tue fifth Jewish Women’s Week campaign 
will take place from Sunday next, May 4, 
to May ll. As on past occasions, it is 
being sponsored by the Society of Friends 
of the Federation of Women Zionists, the 
Women’s Lodges of the B'nai B'rith, the 


Mizrachi Women’s Organisation, the Union 


of Jewish Women, and the Synagogue 
Ladies’ Guilds. Next week's campaign will 
be based on a_ house-to-house canvass— 
licensed by the Home Office--when author- 
ised collectors will aim at raising the sum 
of £50,000. Its purpose is to assist the 
immigrants to Israel and in particular the 
Oriental women. There exists a real danger 
of the advance in the standard of civilisation 
and culture in Israel being retarded by its 
more backward citizens, unless. social 
welfare instructresses can be provided in 
sufficient numbers to raise their standards. 
Accordingly, it is. sought to guide the 
thousands of women and girls now pouring 
into Israel to become self-supporting and 


productive citizens, The fund will be applied 


to train nurses, social welfare instructors, 
skilled workers in agriculture, handicrafts, 
and industry ; and to help mothers to become 
homemakers. in. their new. .surroundings. 
Provision will be made for the care of babies 
and children in the camps and settlements. 
in towns and villages: for the establishment 
of hostels and homes for the lonely middle- 
aged women and the working girl. There 
is no doubt that. given the opportunity, 
the newcomers in Israel make rapid progress 
and are eager to fit into a more progressive 
scheme of things. This is particularly so 
among the women who have hitherto lived 
in Oriental countries where Oriental customs 
have prevailed; they are among the first 
to demand the levelling up to the more 
emancipated conditions enjoyed by their 
sisters from Western lands. It is a cause 
which cannot but receive the most generous 
support from every home in the community.

MANCHESTER'S JEWISH SCHOOLS 
One-third of Student Population . Attends 


From our Correspondent 


MANCHESTER 

In his report at the annual meeting of 
the Manchester and Salford Jews’ Council 
at the Nathan Laski Memorial Hall on 
Sunday (when he was elected President 
for the third year), Mr. Samuel Davies 
referred to the State recognition granted 
to the Cassel-Fox and Broughton Pre- 
paratory Schools. One-third of — the 
Jewish school population of Manchester, 
said Mr. Davies, was now catered for 1n 
their own schools and they hoped to 
bring the number up to one-half. next 
year. 

Their record was one they could be 
proud of, said the President. These 
schools, combined with the Yeshiva, the 
Jewish Grammar School, the Central 


Board for Hebrew Education, and the 


School for Backward Children (which 
was shortly to be opened) reached prac- 
tically every Jew.sh child in the area, 


-he added. 


Mr. Davies spoke of the high esteem 
in’ which the Manchester Jewish com- 
munity was held in Israel—he had just 
returned from a visit to that country. 

Cllr. S. C. Hamburger, presenting the 
financial statement, said that they had 
an expenditure of £2,200 per annum and 
an assured income of £350. . The gap 
of £1,850 was made up by a subsidy. 
No organisation such as theirs could go 


on indefinitely assuming that they were 
going to get a subsidy. In the last 
annual report he had expressed the hope 
that the Council would be independent of 
outside sources, and no effort had been 
spared. by the hon. officers in_ their 
approach to synagogues and 
tions to obtain. support for this end. 
He regretted that they were not getting 
sufficient support from the community, 

Mrs I Bursk asked that a rumour 
that clothing was not still needed for 
Israel should be denied. It was still 
urgently needed. Mr. N. M. Jacobs 
spoke of the scandaleus condition of 
some of -the clothing that was being 
received—-he described it as rags and 
tatters. 

Dr. Wolman told the Council that a 
meeting would be held on May I1 in 
connection with the School for Backward 
Children. Mr. Davies said that he felt 
that the ‘community. might have been 
approached about this. -scheme. rhe 
methods did not tend. to unity in- the 
community. The school would no doubt.

That: the Kasher Meals Service for 
Schoolchildren has come to stay was the 
general opinion of delegates to the New- 
castle Representative Council at the 
April meeting held on Sunday. The 
scheme operates under the auspices. of the 
Council, and it was reported that during 
the month an average of 47 meals had 


heen served daily to schoolchildren and ~

The meeting was mainly occupied with 
the amount which should be charged for 
meals. It had been estimated _ that 
the cost per head for food and adminis- 
tration was Is. 9d., and it was felt that, 
while the service did not necessarily need 
to be self-supporting,.the original charge 
of 1s. was too low.

ls. 6d. on the strength of a statement 
by Mr. S. Tavroges (who, together with 
Mrs. M. Bernstone, has been chiefly 
responsible for administering the scheme} 
that the service could be sell-supporting 
at this figure. While one or two voices 
were raised against any communal sub- 
sidy, it was generally agreed that the 
service waS an important part of prac- 
tical Jewish education and that, what. 
ver the cost, it must be maintained.

SPECIAL STATUS FOR 
JEWISH AGENCY 


- Proposals Approved by 


Cabinet 


JERUSALEM 
_. Proposals to. give the Jewish Agency 
privileged status in Israel were on Sun- 


day approved by the Israeli Cabinet. It 


is proposed. that the. Agency should be 
recognised as “ the Agency empowered to 
act in the name of the Jewish nation in 
israel for the ingathering and the absorp- 
tion of exiles.” 

The Bill granting special status to the 
Agency is now being studied by a three- 
member Ministerial .Commuittee—com- 
posed of the Prime Minister, the Foreign 
Minister. and the Minister. of — the 
Interior. After the Bill has been -dis- 
cussed by the Knesset, probably next 
week. the Government will sign the 
charter. granting the. Agency special 
rights. Among other things, the charter 
will allow the Agency to buy, acquire, 
and. sell property.

The  neo-fascist) Movimento Sociale 
lraliano (M.S.1.) has. formed a bloc with 
the Right-wing -Monarchist. Party to 
contest the local. elections duc, to take 
place in a number of ftalian provinces 
on .May 25. 

The Christian Democratic Party—the 
main Government party—has linked up 
with three other democratic parties -for 
the purpose. of the elections, while the 
Communists are to contest the elections 
as the *‘ Citizens’ Bloc.’ 


In Rome, where the Communists are 


particularly strong, circles close to the 
Vatican have suggested the formation of 
an anti-Communist bloc on .a broad 
basis, but none of the democratic parties 
is prepared to ally itself with the neo- 
fascists.

Mr. Samuel Freedman, ().¢ Was last 
week Sworn in as a Judge of the Manitoba 
Court of Queen's Bench. Mr. Freedmin 
who is 44 years of age. thus. becomes 
Canadas youngest Superior Court Juda 
and the second: Jewish Superior. Court 
Judge. the other being Mr. Harry. Bat- 
shaw, Q.C.. of Montreal. 

Last year. Mr. Freedman became: the 


first Jew .to ‘be elected President of” 
the Manitoba Bar -Assoctation At. the 


swearing-in ceremony the Chief Justice of 
Manitoba, the Hon, FE. A. McPherson.

U.S. MOVE TO RESTRICT IMMIGRATION

WASHINGTON 

The United States House of Repre- 
sentatives has passed by 206 votes to 68 
the Walter Immigration Bill to revise and 
codify the. country’s immigration and 
naturalisation laws. The Bill contains 
a number of frestricuions which may 
result in an almost compleic stoppage of 
immigration. also retains the use. 
guoias and racial discrimination in the 
apphcalion of those quotas, 

Lhe Bill now goes to the Senaic, where 
liberal-minded. Senators hope to modify 
if Ai the same time, reactionary. and 


anti-alien forces in the Senate will try 
to the McCarran: which 
is-even ‘more restrictive than the Walter: 
measure. 

The House debated the Walter Bill for 
three days, during which time lhibera! 
members sought continuously but unsuc- 
cessfully to make major changes. The 
Bill establishes a selective quota sysiem 
which favours persons with skills needed 
inthe United States. It also provides for 


a Stricter screening for aliens before admit- 


tance: broadens the grounds for exclud- 
ing ahens and for deporting  alicns 
already in the country: and gives the 
President the right to impose a complete 
ban on immigration at any time.

day thousands of people visited ceme- 
teries bearing floral offerings in homage 
to the dead. 

In Jerusalem's Rose Garden the repre- 
sentatives of all ma‘abarot and_ settle- 
ments established since the proclamation 


of the State were. presented with Israeli 


flags by Dr. Abraham Biran,. the District 
Commissioner of Jerusalem. In the 
evening the memorial lights kindled on 
Mount Herz! burnt themselves out, mark- 
ing the close of a 12-hour reverent vigil 
at the grave of the nation’s heroes. Units 
of the armed forces of the cadet corps 
lined up before the Acting President; the 
Israeli flag was flown at half-mast and 
the Last Post was sounded. Mr. Sprinzak 
then kindled a beacon. heralding the 
official opening of Independence Day. 

In a broadcast to the nation on Tues- 
day night. Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Prime 
Minister, said that since the establish- 
ment of the State, Israel. had been 
fighting on four fronts—-the security. 
international political, immigration, and 
settlement fronts. At the end. of this 
period . Israel still found itself in_ the 
midst of great and serious problems, 
both internal and external, and the road 


ahead was stull hard. But it was doubt- 


ful. whether any other State had eve 
registered such impressive achievements 
and carrfed out ‘such significant projects 
in the face of such difficulties in so short 
a time.

LOCUST SWARMS LEAVE 
ISRAEL

JERUSALEM 

The. swarms of yellow locusts which 
invaded Israel last week-end, settling at 
many points. from Beersheba to. areas 
north of. Tel Aviv. were this week swept 
out of the ‘country by strong. winds. 

~The swarms-did not present an imme- 
diate danger; being mature locusts seek- 
ing a place to lay their eggs. Precautions 
have been taken to deal with the hoppers 
when they emerge. Harvesting in the 
Negev 18 being speeded up to save crops 
from possible attacks. And the Israeli- 
Jordan Mixed Armistice Commission has 
postponed consideration of routine com- 
plaints to: discuss possible joint action 
to- deal with the locust menace. 


-The. first. swarms were sighted over 


Tel Aviv’ and other centres on Saturday 
and the Ministry of Agriculture imme- 
diately issued: instructions to farmers 
through the press and radio. Experts 
went .to all parts of the country to 
organise anti-locust. campaigns.. 

The Chief  Rabbinate proclaimed 
Monday a Day of Prayer against the 
locust plague. The shofar was sounded 
during the special services.

It 1s. beheved that some of the 
missing Israeli seamen are serving in such 
vessels.
